It 
came out of the banks at the 
Hwy 84 bridge [boat ramp 
area] Thursday morning, 
Sept. 17th. On Thursday, 
the National Weather Serv- 
ice was predicted a crest 
around 42 feet — a number

Numbers show enrollment continues to increase 
Elba BOE members approve FY2021 budget

The Elba Board of Edu- 
cation held two meetings 
Tuesday, Sept. 15, and con- 
ducted public hearings at 
each to present the Fiscal 
Year 2021 proposed budget 
for the school system. 

Valiece McKelvy, chief 
financial officer for the 
school system, presented 
the budget during the hear- 
ings, one held at noon Tues- 
day and the second held at 
5:30 p.m. that evening. 

During the evening meet- 
ing last Tuesday, the board 
voted to approve the Fiscal 
Year 2021 budget as pre- 
sented. 

Looking at the numbers, 
Elba City Schools antici- 


pates opening the fiscal year 
on Oct. Ist with a beginning 
balance of $1,237,872.27. 
Total revenues from all 
sources for the year are ex- 
pected to be $7,153,370. 
McKelvy said the total 
expenditures for the system 


are anticipated to be 
$6,909,103. 
The projected ending bal- 


ance for Fiscal Year 2021 on 
Sept. 30, 2021 for Elba City 
Schools is $1,482,139.27. 
Of that figure, McKelvey 
said the general fund ending 
balance is expected to be 
just under $1.3 million. 
McKelvy and Superin- 
tendent Chris Moseley said 
they were pleased with the 
budget. With the numbers as 
presented, McKelvey said

Deer hunters will find 
two new zones in the 2020- 
2021 Alabama Deer Zones 
map with season dates that 
better coincide with deer 
rutting activity in those 

"areas. 

Chuck Sykes, Alabama 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries (WFF) Director, 
said studies have confirmed 
that deer in Zone D in north- 
west Alabama and Zone E 
in southeast Alabama rut 
significantly earlier than 


‘deer in most of the state. 


“We have been conduct- 
ing annual herd health 
checks for the past 15 years. 
Part of the data gathered 
was the reproductive status 
of the animal. That data is 
what helped us move the 
season into February. We 
also determined we had 
deer that rutted early.” 
Sykes said. “We already 
knew this from historical 
stocking data, but it took us 
a little more time to deter-

“Tt was pretty easy to set 
up Zone A and Zone B. We 
basically just divided the 
state, But D and E are iso- 
lated pockets with early rut- 
ting deer, so it took a little 
more time to get those 
boundaries defined.

Sykes said in the majority 
of the state the deer rut con- 
siderably later, and it was 
reasonable to move the sea- 
son dates to close on Feb- 
ruary 10.

Im- 
pressed with Weber’s ded- 
ication, the principal started 
going to church, many of 
the teachers followed his ex- 
ample and took their fam- 
ilies with them. 

In his own neighborhood, 
Weber was everyone’s 
helper. He led in making his 
block the neatest one in 
town. Happy neighbors re- 
sponded by going to church 
with him and they brought 
others. Soon the church had 
to build a bigger house. 
That, in brief, is the story of 
a town that was changed be- 
cause an ordinary man had 
an extra-ordinary talent for 
helping people and making 
friends. 

The story of Samson is a 
different story of an extra- 
ordinary man who had an 
extra-ordinary talent for 
making enemies. But his 
enemies were God’s 
enemies and thus his story 
has a place in God’s Word.
